"Drag  your  feet — the  brakes  don't  work !" 
could  be  one  of  the  familiar  cries  coming 
from  Howeites  as  they  hurry  down  the  hill 
into  the  student  parking  lot  each  morning. 


Only  the  "early  driver"  catches  the  parking  places, 
as  more  and  more  students  are  driving  to  school. 


While  most  Howeites  live  in  the  east  side 
community  of  Irvington  where  Howe  is  lo- 
cated, some  have  to  rise  bright  and  early 
in  order  to  get  to  school  from  outlying 
communities. 

When  you  arrive  at  school  a  quick  look 
down  the  locker-lined  halls  will  reveal  the 
kind  of  weather.  On  a  rainy  day  you  are  apt 
to  see  umbrellas  dripping  from  the  locker 
handles  for  lack  of  space  inside  the  locker. 

In  the  spring  Howeites  are  often  reluctant 
to  go  to  class,  and  halls  remain  crowded  un- 
til the  very  last  minute.  But  winter  or  spring 
it  is  always  necessary  to  say  hello  to  friends 
and  take  a  last  minute  look  at  the  textbook 
before  the  big  exam. 

The  flag  raising,  the  sprint  from  the  park- 
ing lot,  the  gab  session  at  the  locker  with 
friends — all  these  are  part  of  the  starting  of 
Howe's  day. 

You  hurry  to  class,  the  bell  rings,  and 
another  part  of  the  picture  appears — the 
classes. 

A  last  minute  check  of  the  locker  to  see  if  she 
has  everything  and  Mary  Lois  Holaday  is  off  to  class.

Classes  make  the  school.  In  order  to  meet 
graduation  requirements,  every  Howeite's 
program  includes  English,  social  studies, 
mathematics,  health,  physical  education, 
and  science. 

Our  picture  of  the  curriculum  would  not 
be  complete  if  we  omitted  the  government 
classes.  Here  Howeites  gain  a  full  knowledge 
of  government  principles  and  procedures, 
and  through  this  course  learn  how  to  be 
better  citizens. 

As  part  of  the  course  the  students  con- 
duct a  mock  election,  to  become  acquainted 
with  voting  procedures.

Another  part  of  the  curriculum  is  the  col- 
lege preparatory  program.  When  a  student 
enrolls  in  college  he  can  save  much  valuable 
time  and  improve  his  chances  for  success 
if  he  has  met  college  entrance  requirements 
in  high  school. 

The  college-bound  student  usually  includes 
geometry  in  his  program,  along  with  foreign 
language,  algebra,  and  English  VII  and  VIII. 
But  he  still  has  room  for  a  variety  of  elec- 
tive courses.

Girls  get  daily  exercise,  keep  fit,  and  have  fun  in 
Howe's  Physical  Education  classes.  Even  though 
all  Howeites  are  required  to  take  at  least  one  year 


of  this  course,  many  go  on  for  all  four  years.  Here 
a  class  demonstrates  that  they  have  "more  bounce 
to  the  ounce." 
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Future  homemakers  manipulate  the  "pots  and  pans"  as  they  prac- 
tice their  culinery  skills. 


Another  part  of  the  picture 
of  Howe  is  the  curriculum  of  re- 
quested subjects.  Students  plan- 
ning to  enter  some  specialized 
field  for  their  vocation  find  these 
courses  helpful.  Under  the  head- 
ing- of  requested  subjects  we 
find  art,  R.O.T.C,  speech,  home 
economics,  foreign  languages, 
clerical  practice,  shorthand,  and 
wood  and  metal  shop.

Just  naming  the 
Howe  art  department 
really  covers  a  va- 
riety of  courses.  In- 
cluded are  craft  art, 
fine  arts,  plastics,  art 
molding,  fashions, 
lettering,  and  jew- 
elry.

Howeites  plan  their  careers 


Howe's  business  education  department 
offers  a  curriculum  for  the  student  who 
just  wants  to  type  his  college  themes  as 
well  as  for  the  one  who  plans  a  business 
career.  Among  the  courses  offered  in  the 
business  field  are  shorthand,  machine  cal- 
culation, office  practice,  filing,  business 
law,  and  bookkeeping. 

The  foreign  language  department 
teaches  the  student  to  speak  as  well  as 
to  read  the  languages  of  Latin  and  Span- 
ish. Although  Howe  does  not  at  present 
offer  French  as  a  class,  there  is  a  French 
Club  for  interested  students.

A  very  important  part  of  our  picture  is  Principal 
Charles  MacKay  Sharp,  who  has  directed  the  activi- 
ties of  the  school  for  all  of  Howe's  18  years.  He  has 
shown  through  the  years  a  wise  understanding  of 
the  many  problems  which  occur  in  the  administra- 
tion of  a  school.  He  is  known  for  his  congenial  fair- 
ness and  cooperation  in  any  student  problem  that 
may  arise. 

Under  the  guidance  of  Mr.  Sharp,  a  gymnasium 
and  cafeteria  wing  and  then  a  new  east  wing  for 
classrooms  have  been  added  to  the  school. 

Howe's  faculty  members  organize  their  time  so 
that  they  can  sponsor  a  large  variety  of  extra-cur- 
ricular activities  such  as  clubs,  athletics,  publications 
staffs,  and  stage  productions,  in  addition  to  teaching 
their  classes.

Howe's  choir  added  many  activities  to  its 
already  busy  schedule  for  the  year.  The  big 
project  of  the  choir  was  the  "Fortune  Teller," 
an  operetta  presented  in  February. 

Under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Frank  Watkins 
the  choir  sang-  at  Open  House  in  November 
and  at  the  May  Music  Festival.  Two  record- 
ings were  made  by  this  vocal  group  for  the 
radio  program,  Young  America  Sings.  Dur- 
ing the  Christmas  season  choir  members  pre- 
sented a  program  at  a  neighborhood  church 
and  sang  at  the  Christmas  Community  pro- 
gram and  school  assembly.
